Shipments arriving 
from January through March will bloom in the spring unless given additional light to prevent bud 
set. Plants cut back after this spring bloom will bloom again in the fall. 

Where shipping dates are not specified, we will ship at the proper time for your locality. In 
Ohio this is May 1 to July 1. Farther south the plants can be set out earlier without danger from 
frost. If given some protection for the first few nights until they become temperature hardened, 
they will withstand even severe frost.
